We left the ttalion (or whaling 
on the 24'b August, the game alterooon 1 
caught a whale. On the 27th the second 
boat caught anoibor. I happened to te 
clofio nl hand and got up lo the boat ami 
pet ray iron in the whale — rather a hard 
lellow lo kill — blowing pretty f e.-h Itoia th,f 
Sou'heoot. Thice bombs were put intn ; ; 
whale. Ho made one circle and went down. 
Ou lis coming op, he toje immediately un- 
der the Vo.v of our boat nnd put his head 
exaotiv upon il and took il under ii eoniiler- 
able diflance. On it com in,:; lo tho mrldoe 
of the water il was baitoin upwurde. All 
hands, of courao swam lor thar liv^s. 0:i 
recovering theroselvea ihoy secured every- 
thing atid swam lo the bnoi, which had 
risen boliom up. The second boat wos still 
last to the wh.ile; they secured my line, which 
was turned out ol the tub 180 lulhofns. By 
the lima they got all my line in their boat 
and up to the whale it wos doad. Tbo whale 
was towed by ihrm to tho aohoonor and 
taken aihote.
